NAVY RUSHING 
MINESWEEPERS 
“TOKOREA WATERS 


‘Mines, Located Faster 
Than They Can Be 
Destroyed, Sink Two 
More U.S. Ships. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (INS) 
— Naval spokesmen said today 
that more minesweepers are be- 
ing rushed to the Far East be- 
cause mines are being located 
faster than they can be destroyed 
off Korea. 

The latest development came 
after an announcement that two 
more United States minesweepers 


had been sunk. 


Latest estimates in Washington 


are that more than 800 moored 


and floating mines have been lo- 
cated or sighted along the Ko- 
rean coast, and that fewer than 
250 of these have been destroyed. 

The most recent sinkings took 
the 275-foot Pirate and the 277- 
foot Pledge to the bottom almost 
simultaneously when they were 
blasted by separate mines within 
three miles of the shore off Won- 
san Oct. 12. 

One body was recovered and 
12 men are missing. The mine- 
sweepers Endicott and Incredible 
picked up 130 survivors. Seventy- 


nine of these were injured and 


were rushed to a hospital at 
Pusan. - 

Previously, the m esweeper 
e destroy- 
ers Brush and Mansfield were 
damaged with a combined toll of 
11 dead, 24 missing and 29 
wounded. 

The naVal spokesman conceded 
that the extent of the Commu- 
nist mine laying, all of it discov- 
ered in the last four weeks, has 
taken the American sea forces 
by surprise. 

Since the first mine exploded 
to damage the Brush on Sept, 27, 
however, mines have been lo- 
cated in extensive fields on both 
the east and west coasts and some 
have been found near the south- 
ern tip of the peninsula. 

A majority of the mines de- 
stroyed so far have been the 
floating type, but a majority of 
those located and not destroyed 
are moored to cables and must 
have been put out by disguised 
fishing vessels and other Commu- 
nist small craft.

Clark said so many harsh

things Clark said when he was 
mee against Senator Tay- 
or. 

Clark Uncertain of Outcome. 

“I frankly don't know how its 
going to come out,” Clark told 
this reporter. “I’ve never seen 
a year when it was so difficult 
to tell what the voters have on 
their minds’ politically and 
whether they're really going to 
get out and vote.” 

It should he said that Clark 
hasn't been able to campaign very 
actively as yet, for he is just now 
recovering from an attack of 
virus pneumonia which has kept 
him off the firing line. 

Welker, who is 44 years old 
and a native of Cambridge, Ida., 
has no such misgivings in his 
talk with a reporter. He is ham- 
mering away at the issues of 
Communism in government and 
what he regards as the general 
fumbling of the Truman Admin- 
istration. 

Hiss Case an Issue. 

In this state so far removed 
from the scene of the controversy 
between Whittaker Chambers and 
Alger Hiss, which ended in Hiss’s 
conviction for perjury in deny- 
ing he gave secret State Depart- 
ment documents to a confessed 
Russian agent, Welker is pound- 
ing at Hiss as a symbol of all 
that is bad in the Truman Ad- 
ministration. 

Whether it is the Chambers- 
Hiss case, or other matters, the 
fact is that most observers inter- 
viewed are inclined to think that 
Welker is going to beat Clark.

D. Eisenhower and Mark Wayne Clark needed ships, and it was 
agreed it would be necessary to halt convoys to Russia. 


“I can’t bring myself to tell 
Joe (Stalin) that there just ain't 


going to be more convoys this 
year,” Churchill said. . “I don’t 
like. to tell you this, it hurt me 
more than a little, but when I 
was in Moscow last month, Joe 
turned to-me during a discussion 
of convoy losses and said, “You 
have no glory left in the British 
Navy.

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Ruhr Authority Permits Production for 
European Recovery Without Rousing 
Fears of Germany’s Neighbors—A 
Phase of Point IV Started. 


This is the tenth section of the Post-Dispatch publication of ~ 
the State Department's booklet, “Our Foreign Policy,” the 
official simple ezplanation of the Administration's course in 

highly controversial field. ? 

HAT part should the German people play in the economic 

recovery of Western Europe? Of all the questions that con- 

fronted the Marshall Plan countries, this was perhaps the most 


difficult to answer. 


For the defeated German nation, feared and 


hated throughout all Western Europe, held one of the keys to 


European recovery. 

This key is the Ruhr valley, the 
industrial heart of the Continent, 
with its concentration of coal 
mines, steel mills, machine-tool 
factories and _ skilled workers. 
The engine of the Ruhr had been 
used to rearm Germany under 
Hitler, and the Western Allies 
were determined that it would 
never again be allowed to serve 
that purpose. 

But postwar Europe was, in 
fact, more dependent on the prod- 
ducts of the Ruhr than prewar 
Europe had been. Great Britain 
could not supply coal as before 
for continental needs. The mines 
of Upper Silesia, in Poland, were 
now serving the needs of the 
Soviet Union. Yet France and 
Germany’s other neighbors were 
understandably and firmly against 
any restoration of the Ruhr that 
might some day serve to revive 
Germany’s military might or en- 
able a nationalistic Germany to 
dominate Europe’s economy. 

How then could it be safely re- 
stored to production and made to 
contribute to the peaceful recon- 
struction of Western Europe? 

After long study and discus- 
sion, the three occupying powers, 
France, Great Britain and the 
United States, decided to estab- 
lish an International Ruhr Au- 
thority to control the level of 
production and the distribution 
of Ruhr products. They invited 
Belgium, The Netherlands and 
Luxembourg to join the authority 
and later allowed the govern- 
ment of the new German republic 
to become the seventh member, 
thus giving the people of Western 
Germany themselves a voice in 
the control. 

The Ruhr Authority had the 
advantages—and disadvantages— 
of a temporary solution to a very 
knotty problem. It helped to al- 
lay the fears of Germany’s neigh- 
bors. It gave the skilled man- 
agers and workers of the Ruhr a 
stake in their own recovery. And 
it brought Germany into the re- 
covery progfam of Europe as a 
contributing as well as a receiv- 
ing member. But whether the 
authority could outlast the period 
of occupation, whether it could 
become a ‘permanent safeguard

The dread word “cartel” 
raised, with its suggestion of 
monoply, concentration of power, 
restricted production, and high 
prices. But advocates of the plan 
pointed out that a cartel can be.a 
benevolent organization if its pure 
poses are to expand production, 
broaden markets and bring down 
prices. These are the declared 
purposes of the Schuman Plan, 
To see that they are carrted out, 
an international authority would 
be created to oversee the plan, 
and to report its progress to the 
United Nations. 


The United States Government 
gave the idea warm approval and 
support, for it saw great promise 
in the proposal. The promise was 
that Gerniany and her European 
neighbors might, by merging their 
major industries, evolve a rela- 
tionship so close and a community 
of interest so strong that a war 
between them would become not 
only unthinkable, but impossible.

Local and particular problems must 
be seen as yey of the general problem 
f peace. Senator McMahon’s idea of 
spending 50 billion for creative pur- 
poses for peace is an absolute necessity 
if the war fever is to be allayed instead 
of intensified. 

The process of working out questions 
regarding war and peace must in a sub- 
stantial measure be reversed. The proc- 
ess has been on a paper (internation- 
al) calculation basis.. It must begin 
with the people, and a thorough discus- 
sion on the community level. This is 
the best safeguard against hasty acts 
and prejudicial error; against diplo- 
matic delusion and national conceits, 
and by all means the surest way to dis- 
cover the true conditions and factors 
leading to peaceful measures and con- 
clusions. 

The churches, the unions, the women, 
might fare much better in beginning the 
movement for a sound basis of estab- 
lishing peace.

Compulsory Voting 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispateh: 
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Hope Founded On A Wish 


- W. Stuart Symington makes a strong defense 
of the Administration’s current policy on infla- 
tion control, but it seems to us he is in danger 
of forgetting to touch third base. 

The mobilization chief knows the importance 
of first base—the effort to increase production 
—and of second base—the curtailment of ‘con- 
sumer demand by fiscal and tax measures. But 
he is not yet ready to give the same weight to 
price and wage control, which in our opinion 
demand equal attention if the inflationary syral 
is to be checked. 

Mr. Symington is right in “saying that the 


" first two approaches to the problem are basic 


and indispensable. His hope is that if produc- 
tion is increased and excess purchasing power 
mopped up, then price and wage control may 
be unnecessary. When you come right down to 
it, however, the basis of his hope turns out to be 
a wish—certainly not a conviction—that labor 
and business and consumers will exercise a 
proper degree of restraint in view of the na- 
tional emergency. 

Mr. Symington does not rely on voluntary 
acts of patriotism to increase production. In 
this field the Government is conducting a firm 
and positive policy of providing incentives 
for getting that. production, backed by power 
of seizure if necessary. 

Mr. Symington does not rely on voluntary 
self-restraint in the fiscal field. Here, too, the 
Government is firmly and positively curtailing 
consumer credit, and taking more taxes out of 
the people’s pockets. 

Why should it be assumed that voluntary 
self-restraint will hold prices and wages in 
check when the law and the national policy do 
not rely on this motive in the other fields of 
inflation control? — 

The fact is that the individual business man, 
union leader or consumer cannot himself cope 
with the inflationary forces now at work. Maybe 
a business man would like to hold prices down; 
but nevertheless prices keep edging up. And as 
they rise, the ability of union leaders to exercise 
restraint on wage demands diminishes. 

As President Truman’s Council of Economic 
Advisers said last summer: “It is less important 
now to speculate whether wages chase prices or 
vice ‘versa, than it is to make sure that neither 
commences to chase the other.” 

Yet there are disturbing signs that the chase 
has already begun. The best way to stop it is 
to apply here the same principles of national 
self-discipline, exerted through national policy, 
which are being applied on other fronts. 
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A King Can Look at a President 

King Farouk of Egypt says “kings are going 
out of style like tricycles and gas lights,” and 
“if I should have a son, I'd start him on the 
respectable road of being president of a re- 
public.” 

We know the king intends this as a pretty 
monarchical posy to republicanism, but we think 
he is underestimating the job of becoming a 
president, and furthermore we would have felt 
better if he had left tricycles out of it. Tri- 
cycles are still very much extant. Maybe he was 
thinking about unicycles. Unicycles are out of 
style, and gas lights, of course, are quite defi- 
nitely 6ut. Out, in fact, like a light, or ‘a uni- 
cycle. 

Our main reservation about Farouk’s remarks, 
however, has to do with his easy assumption 
that putting a son—even a favorite son—on the 
respectable road to the presidency is virtually 
the same as getting him there. There is a dif- 
ference, as many Americans, among them 
Messrs. Thomas E. Dewey and Harold Stassen 
and no few others of the Republican party, will 
certify. P

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A U.N. Trust in Korea 


By ordering Gen. MacArthur to set up a new 
administration in North Korea, the United 
Nations commission has taken a necessary step 
to guarantee the integrity of unification. 

No doubt the South Korean Government 
would have preferred to move in behind the 
U.N. troops, thus accomplishing unification on 
its own terms, as the Communists had pre- 
viously sought to do. But Korea has become 
a U.N. responsibility and the U.N. must be in 
effective control until elections can be held. 

The time has come to impress upon President 
Syngman Rhee that this time the cards are 
not to be stacked in his favor. The lives lo#t 
in repelling Communist aggression were not 
lost for him and his corrupt government. As 
a matter of fact, he had been de@sively re- 
pudiated by the people of South Korea in the 
May elections. It would be an intolerable joke 
if victory which his own govermment could not 
win were to cement his crumbling power. 

Reports from the U.N. Commission in South 
Korea prior to the invasion tell a shocking story 
of obstruction and intimidation by Rhee’s gov- 
ernment. The reports show plainly that it was 
not only the Communists in the north who op- 
posed U.N. authority. Rhee’s government, the 
commission reported, “was opposed to any pro- 
posal for unification except its own.” 

When U.N. authority is established over all 
of Korea, the beneficiaries should be the people 
of Korea, and not any clique of ruthless poli- 
ticians. That is as vital to the success of this 
international enterprise as ‘the military victory 
which makes it possible.

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Why Russia Parodies Elections 

The parody of an election which the Russian 
Government held Sunday in its zone of Germany 
was as impressive a compliment as it could have 
paid, in its own peculiar way, to that first of 
all democratic institations, the free election. 

The Russian rulers recognized that every citi- 
zen and every would-be, should-be citizen deeply 
desires to have a voice in his government. They 
recognized that he finds that voice in the insti- 
tution of free election. At the same time, they 
confessed that they were afraid to let him get 
his hands on it, for fear of what it would do to 
them. So the “voter” had no choice but to 
vote for the dictated candidates—not even a 
choice of refraining. 

What: the Russian Government says to the 
world, in effect, in such a performance is: “The 
democratic method is what men want and not 
our method, and so we fear to ignore it. But 
with it the citizens would sweep us out of pow- 
er, and we fear to use it. So we make a pre- 
tense of using it, while fearfully evading it.” 

That is the secret of the eventual and fatal 
weakness of Russian-style Communism and all 
other totalitarianism. It is the secret of the 
eventual and vital strength of free government. 
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Prejudice and Education 

Is it possible to live in a democracy and not 
understand what it stands for, what its Consti- 
tution means, what citizenship in it imports? 

We ask these questions because of the amaz- 
ing suggestion by Roy V. Harris, leader of ‘the 
“Cracker” party in Georgia, that percentage 
educations be meted out to white and Negro 
children in the public schools, the percentage 
to be the same as the proportion of tax money 
paid by citizens of each race for the support of 
the public school system. 

Mr. Harris says whites pay 97 per cent of the 
cost of the schools, so he would allow Negro 
pupils only 3 per cent of the benefits. 

Roy V. Harris is a citizen of Augusta, Ga. He 
publishes a weekly newspaper, The Auguste 
Courier. He is said to be the power behind Gov. 
Herman Talmadge, the demagogic, race-baiting, 
hate-mongering Governor of Georgia. Undoubt- 
ediy Mr. Harris has had a better opportunity 
than most of his fellow citizens to know what 
the Constitution says about equal rights. The 
ideal of universal education—one of the most 
fundamental of all democratic ideals — must 
surely have come at some time to Mr. Harris’ 
attention. 

Even if none of these arguments of high 
principle appealed to him, was he unaffected 
by the obvious practicality of the democratic 
method? As more and more Negroes receive 
better and better educations and more equal 
economic opportunity, they will become more 
productive citizens and will contribute a more 
nearly equal share of the cost of public educa- 
tion. e

The 2-cent newspaper costs a nickel. 
Pennies, which once thrilled youngsters, 
don’t interest them any more. Nothing less 
than a nickel has attraction. 

The suit of eclothes that was $45 a 
while back is $60 now, and heading higher. 
A dollar will buy four gallons of gasoline, 
and not much more than three in many 
places. The streetcar fare that once was 
a nickel is 10 or 15 cents now. Eggs cost 
6 cents apiece. Four quarts of milk just 
about kill a dollar bill. 

What’s happenéd has been a decided 
cheapemet of the dollar, a cut in what 
the dollar is worth in terms of other things. 


56 Cents, Maybe Lower? 


Take the 1939 dollar to be worth 100 
cents in terms of the cost of living. By 
1945, when World War II ended, the 


dollar’s value had dropped to 77 cents,’ 


From there, it went on down to 58 cents 
by the time the Korean war started last 
June. Since then, it has lost another cent. 
By mid-1951, the dollar is likely to be 
down to 56 cents, maybe. lower. 

That’s because the country—and much 
of the rest of the world, for that matter— 
has been flooded with dollars. The dollar 
has been made easy to get—easy to bor- 
row, easy to earn, easy to spend. 

Labor unions a while back were happy 
when they could force raises of 2.5 cents 
an hour. Now they get 10 or 15 cents 
without much trouble. A union that settles 
for much less than that feels it has taken 
a licking. 

A man who wants to buy a house doesn’t 
have to worry too much if he is short of 
cash. He can borrow most of the price, 
pay it back.over many years. 

Until recently, when regulations were 
tightened up, any one of 15,000,000 veter- 
ans could get a $10,000 house for nothing 
down, with 30 years to pay. The Treasury 
would back the loan.

What Government Can Do 


Today the Government insists on keep- 
ing interest rates low, and that makes 
it easier for everyone to borrow. Farmers 
are promiged relatively high prices and 
workers are encoura to ter higher 
wages. Furthermore, the ernment is 
planning to spend more money than it 
collects and thus to put more money into 
people’s pockets. 

At the same time, the Government plans 
to spend its money for things like guns 
and tanks and airplanes that le don't 
want for themselves. These purchases are 
going to reduce the supply of autos and 
houses and appliances and other things 
that people do want.

Nehru’s Quest for Peace 


NEW DELHI. 


EARING homespun garments and leading a life of almost 


W) soarie austerity in his vast 


official residence, one of the lead- 


ing figures on the world stage talks eloquently and movingly 
of the world’s despairing need for peace. 


Prime Minister Jawaharlal 
Nehru, in a four-hour talk with 
me, expounded the philosophy be- 
hind India’s foreign policy: 

If that policy has confused 
some and seemed to resemble ap- 
peasement, it is 
not due to any 
wavering of 
Nehru’s mind. 

He sees the su- 
preme tragedy 
of a third world 
conflict over- 
shadowing hu- 
manity and his 
deepest convic- 
tions are that 
everything must 
= done to avert 
t. 


For the moment, at least, Neh-| 


ru believes the danger of China’s 
intervention in the Korean war 
has subsided. He says India’s role 
was solely to pass on to Great 
Britain and the United States the 
statements made by Chou En-lai 
to India’s Ambassador Pannikar 
in Peiping. But how, Nehru asks, 
could anyone assume that those 
statements were a bluff? They 
had to be taken at face value un- 
less one presumed to know the 
inner workings of the minds of 
the men now governing China. 


Tribal Dictatorships. 


The reasons why the Nehru 
government is working inces- 
santly for peace and to avoid 
seeming to align itself against 
Peiping emerge from Nehru’s 
conversation as he ranges back 
to the origins of India in the ear- 
liest Indus civilization, rediscov- 
ered some years ago. They can 
be summarized as follows: 


First is its belief that World 
War III would mean a reversion to 
barbarism over large areas of the 
earth. Destruction would be so 
great and interruption of all 
forms of transportation and com- 
munication so far-reaching that 
this is inevitable. As Nehru sees 
it, “military, almost tribal, dic- 
tatorships” would take the place 
of organized government in many 
regions. 


In this connection, the Nehru 
government is firmly determined 
to try to maintain neutrality if 
Such a war occurs. But Nehru, 
with a rare smile _ illuminating 
his grave face, admits to great 
difficulties in the way of a 
to such a course. He also fully | 
understands the indirect conse- | 
quences of a new war on a “neu- | 
tral” and particularly on India 
where the struggle to curb infla- | 
tion and to reconstruct is so criti- | 


cal. 
Peasants’ Restraint. 


The second reason for the pol-| 
icy of the Nehru government is

Nehru points to shifts in Chi- 
nese policy during the past year 
granting rights even to large 
land-holding peasants to retain 
their lands and farm them for 
their own profit. To Nehru this 
means the likelihood of the con-

The third reason for the In- 
dian policy is the profound in- 
fluence of the Gandhi philosophy 
on Nehru and most members of 
‘the government. Though he has 
been dead for more than two 
years, Gandhi is still a living 
spirit in this British-built capital 
of imperial splendor which has 
been taken over by Indian lead- 
ers who led the revolution against 
the British raj. 

Nehru makes plain in .almost 
everything he says the influence 
on him of Gandhi who was like a 
father and brother to him. 
Gandhi’s non-violence, which 
deeply swayed the Indian masses,

That brings up the fourth rea- 
son for the Indian policy, which 
is the fear of American imperial- 
ism.

He says what Asians fear 
is not the old-fashioned imperial- 
ism, but “economic imperialism.” 

The man in the long homespun 
coat, called an achkan, talks on in 
the deep silence of the Indian 
night. Ever soft and muted in its 
conversational flow, his voice im- 
plies brilliance and power as the 
speaker to vast Indian throngs.

Must Isolate Battlefield. 


Second, the job that must now 
be done is rather different from 
any before attempted. The Ma- 
rines, whose superb air squadrons 
did incomparable work in Korea, 
have always specialized in giving 
the closest support to troops in 
the field. But this use of air as 
a substitute of artillery is better 
adapted to the Marine mission 
of seizing beachheads, than to the 
true air mission. The true air 


i mission can be best defined 


cutting the enemy ground forde 
down to size. This means pri- 
marily that the enemy ground 
force must be relentlessly at- 
tacked long before it reaches the 
battlefield. Effective isolation of 
the battlefield must have first 
priority, after control of the air 
has been gained. 

What was done in this line in 
the last war was primitive. Daily 
locating immense numbers of 
small, continually shifting ground 
targets—truck convoys, railroad 
equipment and the like—and 
keeping out all the usable lines 
of communication at the same 
time, is a task that requires 
equipment only now beginning to 
be available. 

Specialized aircraft are required 
for target location. Complex and 
refined systems of air ground con- 
trol are needed to direct the 
planes in the air to the targets on 
the ground. Other specialized 
aircraft carefully designed, with 


first priority given to the charac- 
teristics of taking out many dif- 
ferent sorts of small ground 
targets and withstanding the in- 
evitable ground fire, are also 
needed. Special training programs 
are finally essential, both for the 
mén who must operate all these 
different sorts of equipment, and

or about 28 to 30 inches for a 
12% inch picture. 

In actual practice a smaller 
picture may be used in con- 
junction with a lens to enlarge 
the picture slightly. The lens, 
however, limits the angle from 
which the receiver may be 
viewed to a great extent. Lenses 
for present receivers have not 
been widely accepted, 


There are two RCA develop- 
ments that can be applied to 
the CBS system to improve it. 
One is the tricolor tube which 
eliminates the necessity for the 
bulky rotating disc in front of a 
receiver. This tube is in the <¢x- 
perimental ‘stage and it is 
doubtful if it could be produced 
in quantity within a year. The 
second is the dot interlace sys- 
tem where éach line of a pic- 
ture is broken into dots, im- 
proving the horizontal resolu- 
tion.

‘ rotating filter disc is located in 


front.of the picture tube in the 
receiver and in front of the 
camera tube at the studio.

Thus the light 
emerging from the receiver is 
first red, then blue, then green. 
The change from a red picture 
to blue to green is so fast that a 
true composite color picture is 
seen by the eye. By means of 
synchronizing impulses, the 
position of the receiver filter 
dise, is controlled so that the red 
light is produced by the re- 
ceiver only when a red filter is 
positioned before the camera 
tube at the studio, and similarly 
for the other colors. The sys- 
tem is therefore made up of 
two filter discs rotating in rigid 
synchronism, so positioned that 
the filters before the camera 
and before the filter screen al- 
ways have the same color at any 
instant.
